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HORSES IN THE UNION? 



MCGILL EDITORIAL —HORSES IN THEti 

As if the Union House Committee ha.«n't had 
enouph problem? this year, mostly political, an 
entirely ttnrxpr-etrd problem without précèdent 
at McGiil faces theM harassed pentlemen. 

A group which i« both radical and capitalistic 
at the same time, is soliciting ten cents from 
every member of the student body to provide 
funds for the rental of a horse. 

Apparently this group claims that the House 
Committee in general, and President .lack 
Crcpeau in particular, has never issued a warn- 
ing that horses will not be allowed in the. Union. 

Now this Committee for the Betterment of 
the Welfare of Horses intends to lead a horse 
into the union, not solely because there is no 
law against it, but because Piper and Thomas, 
columnists who have fearlessly championed the 
cause of horses, have pointed out the urgent need 
to provide a union for horses. 

Furthermore, one Frnnk Hughes has raised 
the question: "If women can use the union, why 
not horses?" This question should be answered 
by some responsible member of the Union House 
Committee. 



No doubt the Union House Committee wil 
tackle this new threat to the union with custom 
ary skill. The question is, how? Post-graduate 
representative Don Vince, a military man of no 
little dignity, certainly would not enter into an 
unseemly argument with a horse. 

As for vice-president Bob Paterson, it is just 
too much to try to visualize him leaping onto 
the nag and riding him out of the union with 
great bravado. On the. other hand, Paterson is 
rumored to be a fox hunter nf some note, and 
might put up a more surprising performance 
than is expected of him. 

That brings us to President Crepeau. 
Obviously, once the horse enters the union, it 
will be too late for issuing lengthy statements. 
Besides, at ten cents a person it is unlikely that 
the Welfare Committee will be able to hire a 
horse that can read. 

It is quite evident that this calls for. an 
emergency meeting of the Union House Commit- 
tee. Every student on this campus should give 
some thought to this unforeseen problem, and 
offer all possible assistance to the Union House 
Committee. O.K..

"September, 
1839. cauiiht me in Warsaw. I join- 
ed th(. army as a lieutenant, and 
tought in Lwow, in southeastern 
Po.dnd. Surrounded by the' Rus- 
sians and Germans, we gave up at 
the end of September.."

Introduction 

At 20 universities and college 
across Canada funds are now being 
raised for lnternaiional Student 
Service. A similar drive for funds 
far I.S.S. will be held at McGiil in 
conjunction with the Combined 
Charities Drive which will be held 
early in March. To further acquaint 
McGiil students with the history, 
organization Jind functions of I.S.S., 
two articles I have been prepared 
<cr readers of The Dally. 

I.S.S. of Canada 

It should be made clear at the 
outset that although International 
Student Service of Canada co-oper- 
ates with I.S.S. groups In other 
countries, the Canadian organiza- 
tion Is entirely independent. The 
broad policies of I.S.S. of Canada 
are laid down at an annual confer- 
ence to which every university In 
Canada may send delegates. McGiil 
has sent a member of the local 
I.S.S. committee and a member of 
the Students' 'Executive Council to 
the last two conferences. 

Throughout the year, the organ- 
ization is run by an administrative 
committee which is elected at the 
annual conference. Dean H. N. 
fieldheuse is a member of this 
committee. 

The organization includes stud- 
ents, professors and graduates. The 
Hohourary President, is Viscount 
Alexander, Governor General of 
Canada, and the President is Dr. 
N. A. M. MacKenzie, president of 
the University of British Columbia. 
The National Secretary Is Mr. Matt 
Saundere, and national headquar- 
ters is at 43 St Georges Street, 
Toronto. 

History of I.S.S. 

Immediately following the first 

World War, a small group of uni- 
versity mem and women met at 
Geneva to found the European 
Guident Relief so that the desperate 
post-war needs of university stud- 
ents and professors might be alle- 
viated. The university communities 
in more fortunate countries organ- 
lied the collection of monr-y, fnnd. 
clothing and medical supplies] 

By 1926 it was realized mat a 
different kind of program was 



needed in addition to that nf 
straight relief. It was felt that th! 
organization which European Stu- 
dent Relief' had built up could do 
much toward promoting interna- 
tional understanding in the univer- 
sity world. Therefore, thé Interna- 
tional Student Service was devel- 
oped out of this relief organization, 
with world headquarters in Geneva. 

As well as participating in relief 
work, the I.S.S. established student 
and professor exchanges, conduct- 
ed international conferences, cor- 
respondence schemes and study 
tours regardless of race, politics or 
creed. One of the traditional ac- 
tivities of I.S.S. is that of research 
and publications on which its solid 
intellectual reputation has been 
built. 

With the coming of the Second 
World War the primary activity of 
I.S.S. became once more that of 
relief. 

Outstanding work was done among 
student refug'ees and prisoners of 
war. Rest centres, medical equip- 
ment, food and clothing poured in 
from countries untouched by the 
war. Since 1940 the I.S.S. in Can- 
ada collected over $125,000.00 for 
student relief. 

There are now cooperating com- 
mittees and corresponding members 
in IB European countries and B Fat 
Eastern countries as well as Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa, 
Canada and the United States. 

I.S.S. of Canada 
In 1840 a group of senior univer- 
sity professors and graduates, 
among them the present president 
of I.S.S. of Canada, Dr. N. A. M. 
MacKenzie, Professor G. Riddell, 
and Dr. W. I.ockhart met to estab- 
lish a Canadian branch of I.S.S. The 
organization which was called Can- 
adian Committee, I.S.S., was grant- 
ed a Dominion charter under the 
distinguished patronage of the Gov- 
ernor General of Canada, Lord 
Tweedsmyir. It was felt that Can- 
adian students who were able to 
attend university in the compara- 
tive luxury of a country untouch- 
ed by war should make some prac- 
tical contribution to the relief of 
students made destitute hy the war. 



Until 1948 the activities of the 
I.S.S. were focused on relief work. 
In 1948 the organization began to 
extend its'" projects to include the 
promotion of international under- 
standing. For their first project in 
this field, the I.S.S. of Canada 
sponsored the first Canadian Inter- 
national Summer Seminar which 
was held in the British Zone of 
Germany. July 1-August 15. 1948. 

At its Third Annual Conference 
held at Ajax, Ontario, In October, 
1B48, fundamental changes took 
placé in the Canadian Committee 
of I.S.S. The name of the organiza- 
tion was changed to International 
Student Service of Canada. Provi- 
sion was made in the draft con- 
stitution for a president, two vice- 
presidents, a treasurer, a National 
Committee which would meet once 
a year, and a small Administrative 
Committee which would adminis- 
ter the policy and activities of I.S.S. 
of Canada as determined at the pre- 
vious annual conference. The an- 
nual conference was established as 
the policy-making body of the or- 
ganization. 

The I.S.S. nf Canada is the sole 
body in Ihe Dominion uniting the 
three levels of university life — 
students, graduates and faculty 
members in a common program. 
These three groups are given full 
representation on the National 
Committee and at the National 
Conference. Regional representa- 
tion is provided under vice-presi- 
dents on the National Committee, 
for the Maritimes, Quebec, Ontario 
and Western regions. 

The I.S.S. of Canada, ha* dynamic 
leadership. It gives dynamic lead- 
ership to the university life of the 
Dominion. It has shown itself cap- 
able of expanding In order to' face 
the expanding needs of the univer- 
sity community of the world.- 

Nationally and Internationally,

unbiased, a forum far the discus- 
•inn of all questions of interest to 
Ihe university world, and a medium 
for the dissemination of knowledge 
and understanding amongst mem- 
bers of that world.

Violin-Piano Recital 

Harry Adaskin and Frances Marr 
presented a violin-piano recital in 
Moyse Hall last Thursday. News- 
paper reviews of unanimous ac- 
claim preceded them, and although 
the artists did not entirely live up 
to the standards described in these, 
they gave a performance which re- 
vealed many admirable qualities. 

The outstanding features in the 
playing of both Mr. Adaskin and 
Miss Marr are the sincerity and in- 
tegrity of their presentation. They 
are not only musicians who seek 
technical perfection, but intelligent 
music-lovers as well, who apply 
understanding and care in the in- 
terpretation of the works they un- 
dertake. In the latter capacity lay 
their appeal at this recital 

The first offering of the evenlnfi 
was Beethoven's Violin Concerto in 
D major, with piano. It Is difficult 
to achieve a satisfying performance 
in any concert when the piano re- 
places the orchestra. The solo music 
here is not complete in itself. It de- 
picts the main motifs of the com- 
position, and gives the artist an op- 
portunity to display the various 
aspects of his talent. It is the role 
of the orchestra to provide the in- 
teresting Interplay of patterns, the 
transitional passages and the har- 
monic richness. An orchestra is 
able to do all this, and at the same 
time allow the solo instrument 
prominence. When a solo instru- 
ment and piano combine, the con- 
certo turns into a dutt, with the 
pianist overpowering the soloist. 

Miss Marr, however, did a very 
fine job. She managed for the most 
part to produce the powerful ef- 
fect of the orchestra, and at the 
same time to blend rather than 
clash with the violin. Her timing 
and shading were very skilfully 
handled, creating the effect of the 
entrances of various instruments. 

An Interesting feature of the pro- 
gram were the lecture introduc- 
tions. Here Mr. Adaskin's purpose 
was to increase the audience's en- 
joyment by familiarizing it with 
the form and composers of the 
music. This was particularly wel- 
come in the second half of the re- 
cital which was composed of four 
compositions by contemporary com- 
posers. 

Barbara Pentland, the first Can- 
adian musician to produce a symp- 
hony, was represented on the pro- 
gram by her "Vista." Mr. Adaskin 
admitted that Miss Pentland's music 
was difficult to grasp on a first 
hearing. He attempted, therefore, to 
point out the patterns and explain 
the construction. Jean Coulthard's 
"Poem" was not as interesting as 
the former composition, but more 
easily understood. Henry Brant is a 
former McGiil student .who now 
teaches at the Julliard School of 
Music. He made a special arrange- 
ment for the Adaskins of a portion 
of his first symphony, and called It 
"Ballad." Following this, Aaron Cop- 
land's "Hoe Doun" was played. 
This was a delightful surprise. It is 
part of Coplands Ballet, "Rodeo," 
which Mr. Adaskin explained, is a 
sort of skit of cowboy life. Two! 
encores, a waltz by Brahms and' 
"Novelette" by Sibelius closed the 
program.— S.G. t
